24 (New): The fusion polypeptide of claim 23, wherein the heteologous 
polypeptide is lac Z, /3-galactosidase, GUS, or luciferase. 

25 (New): The polypeptide of any one of claims 7 or 8, which further 
comprises one or more conservative amino acid substitutions in an amino acid sequence 
comprising the polypeptide. 
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26 (New): The polypeptide of any one of claim 19, which further 
comprises one or more conservative amino acid substitutions in an amino acid sequence 
comprising the polypeptide. 

27 (New): An antibody which binds to the polypeptide of any one of 
claims 7, 8 or 19. 

28 (New): The antibody of claim 26, which is monoclonal or polyclonal. 

29 (New): An F(ab r )2 antibody fragment that binds to the polypeptide of 
any one of claims 7, 8 or 19. 
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
